the onslaught from many quarters.

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OUR ANNUAL CONVERSAZIONE, 


MAY 30th, 1904. 


HE Annual Conversazione was 
held in Exeter Hall on Mon- 
day, May 30th, and was well 
attended, Lord Kinnaird being 

in the chair. This meeting was wholly 

devotional, the business having been dis- 
posed of at a meeting held for the purpose 
in the morning of the same day. 

The Rev. James Gosset-Tanner opened 
the proceedings with the reading of Scrip- 
ture and prayer, and the noble chairman 
then welcomed the friends who had come 
together, specially those from a distance 
and from abroad. He alluded to the 
anxious times in which our lot is cast, and 
reminded us that we do well to go to our 
knees in view of them. He expressed the 
hope that the terrible war in the Far East 
may soon be succeeded by a long peace, 
and that one result may be the opening 
of both countries to a far wider circula- 
tion of the Word of God and far greater 
facilities for the preaching of the Word. 
Lord Kinnaird also spoke very thankfully 
of the great work of the Bible societies and 
other agencies, not least in Russia, India, 
Japan, and China, and that the seed so 
abundantly being sown must produce a 
rich harvest—the more so that suffering 
has recently been so conspicuous an element 
in the history of some of these countries, 
causing anxious thought, and yet in results 
giving cause for praise and thanksgiving.

(2) At this period John’s baptism was 
known, but surely Christian baptism was 
not instituted till long after. We have no 
hint of the baptism of Nicodemus, and if 
we had, I assume it must have been with 
John's baptism ; therefore it does not help 
us in the least to teach Christian bap- 
tism in any form or shape from this 
verse. Christian baptism appears to have 
been instituted in Matt. xxviii. 19 (cp. 
Mark xvi. 15) The first instance of it 
appears to be in Acts ii. 41, when 3,000 
Jews, speaking various languages, were 
baptized. The next instance appears to 
be in Samaria (Acts viii. 12), when Philip 
preached Christ, and caused “ great joy in 
that city.” The third instance, I think, is 
a Gentile, the Ethiopian eunuch Is not 
this Gospel order — “first Judea, then 
Samaria, then the uttermost parts of the 
earth”?

Im the last few months death has taken 
from us many valued and noted friends, 


whose loss we deeply deplore. 


Rev. Dr. G. C. Dovetas, D.D., was one 
of our valued councillors, who, in spite of 
great age and failing health, took a sym- 
pathetic interest in all that concerned the 
work of the Alliance. It is not many days 
ago since we received a letter written by 
himself, and we feel in him we have lost an 
old and valued friend. Dr. Douglas was a 
notable Hebrew scholar, and occupied the 
Principal's chair in the Free Church 
College of Glasgow for some years. When 
he resigned that position, the highest 
honour in the Church was conferred upon 
him, being chosen Moderator of the 
Assembly in 1894. Dr. Douglas had lived 
for some years in retirement at the Bridge 
of Allan. Asa teacher he was all patience 
and gentleness ; as a preacher, earnest, 
homely, and practical, and on social

million Letts living in the Baltic 
Provinces very little is known. 
During Pastor Frey's visit to 
London to attend the May meetings he 
was surprised to find a Lettish meeting in 
London inthe Sailors’ Palace in the Com- 
mercial Road. 

The Letts ‘had been for many hundreds 
of years under bondage as the other 
nations in Russia, till Alexander II., the 
beloved Tzar, delivered them in 1861. 
From that time the Letts have improved 
much, not only mentally, but spiritually. 

The Bible was translated into the Let- 
tish language earlier than into the Russian 
language, and the first edition was pub- 
lished in 1689 ; fifty years later the second 


Bible was read to the children also, and 
Sunday schools were established in many 
places.
